‘‘Stickeen’’ knows that Killam was 
not captain of the Northern Chief when 
the suit was brought;-he knows that 
Dr. Buchanan was neveron the North- 
ern Chief, but received payment for vis- 
its to Killam at Janes’s house, whcre 
Killam has been living about a month; 
he knows that Dr. Brierly did visit the 
Nortlern Chief, and that he visits all 
the ships in the harbor daily; he knows 
that every other vessel (eight .in all) 
that has been in. the outer harbor the 
past six weeks has employed Doctor 
Brierly on the same terms that the Doc- 
tor claimed he was employed by the 
captain of the Northern Chief, a fixed 
sum for all medical services required 
while the ship is in port, from twenty 
to fifty dollars, payable without refer- 
ence to the number of visits, the amount 
due from the Northern Chief being 
twenty-four dollars.
